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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant amended the claims such that the only the one or more client-needed types which are not client 
loaded types are loaded in the library. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's proposed amendement is 
unpersuasive in that the claims are in condition for allowance. The claim limitation in dispute is generating a customized library, including 
only the one or more client-needed types wherein the client-needed types comprises reference types that are not client loaded types. 
Burridge teaches a running multiple executions of a program using a library. The first instance, could load all possible client-needed types 
if all branches of execution were encountered. Othenvise during a subsequent execution, if a client needed type is encountered which has 
not been previously loaded then the offline loader loads just that client needed type (via loads the program unit if it is found) (see col. 5, 
line 53 - col. 6, line 52). At col. 9, lines 1-30, Burridge explicitely states that if the offline class loader requires a class file "that has not 
already been loaded", the offline class loader obtains the class file from the pathenames specified and writes a copy of the class file to an 
application JAR file which is later sent and stored in the library. Therefore, only the client needed type that was not already loaded, is 
stored in a created library (JAR file) and merged with the existing library. The new amendments would still not overcome the teachings of 
Burridge singly or in combination.
